TEL AVIV. — One citizen who was 
confident of enjoying full electric 
supply last night, was Avraham 
Goldberg, who obtained a tem- 
porary restraining order from Tel 
Aviv's Labour Court forbidding 
Electric Corporation workers from 
disrupting the power flow to his 
home in Ramat Hasharon. 

Goldberg initially asked the Tel 
Aviv District Court to issue a 
restraining order on Tuesday, 
claiming that he paid all his bills to 
the Electric Corporation, and waa 
therefoce entitled to an un- 
interrupted supply of electricity. 
He argued that the Electric Cor- 
poration. Workers’ sanctions ruined 
Ms food supply, forcing him to buy 
small quantities of (bod or eat out, 
and disrupted his studies. 

District Court Judge Hana Evnor 
postponed the, debate to today, but 
Goldberg, took his case to the 
Labour Court yesterday, and Ida 
request was granted. The District 
Court will take up the issue today. 


Only under emergency, bacl^-to- 
work orders, were -repairs com- 
pleted yesterday on two generator 
turbines In Haifa and Ashdod, and 
they w ere put back Into operation. 

. “Together, the two generators 
can supply over 150. megawatts," 
corporation spokesman Yossl 
KJdron said. But he added that “ the 
-shift workers told us they would 
reduce the general output by as 
much as those generators could 
supply.” 

. Kidron explained that the shift 
workers have been taking advan- 
tage of a loophole in the labour 
laws: emergency back-to-work 
orders apply, according to their In- 
terpretation, only to regular work- 
ing hours. So they are on not 
obligated to answer any emergency 
call after 3 p.m. 

Kidron explained that the ongo- 
ing labour .dispute between the cor- 
poration's management and its 
national works committee. Involves 
three different points.

McGiffert due today for 
unexpected U.S. arms talks

U.S. Assistant Secretary for 
Defence David McGiffert will be 
arriving in Israel today for a two- 
day visit. He Is visiting Israel after 
flying unexpectedly to Cairo at the 
beginning of the week to discuss 
Egypt’s arms requests. 

Officials here, who were taken 
somewhat by surprise by the visit, 
are not exactly sure what to expect. 
Defence Ministry Director-General 
Yosef Ma'ayan, who was supposed 
to have led an Israeli team to 
Washington this week to discuss 
defence Issues, has postponed his 
trip until further notice, and pen- 
ding the results of talks here with 
McGiffert today and tomorrow. 


(A U.S. official in Cairo was 
quoted by an AP correspondent as 
saying that President Jimmy 
Carter has made a final decision on 
a multi-billion dollar arms package 
for Egypt and the Israelis will have 
“no rights of consultation.") 

Among the key topics to be dis- 
cussed will no doubt be American 
aid to Egypt. Israel will be in- 
terested In knowing what McGiffert 
committed the U.S. to In terms of 
arms supplies to Egypt and what is 
the overall U.S. policy on Egypt’s 
military requirements. 

Israel apparently will not voice 
opposition to the long-standing U.S. 
undertaking to modernise the 
Egyptian armed forces. But it is

Next autonomy talks in 
Europe — ‘but not London’

Israeli and Egyptian negotiators 
wound up another three-day work- 
ing group session on Palestinian 
autonomy fcTcl Avfv Fast nlgbl witV 
the Israeli side r e porting agree- 
ment' on some of the "powers and 
responsibilities,'' and disagreement 
on many others. 

The two teams will now report 
back to their ministerial chiefs 
prior to a meeting of the three heads 
of delegation — Sol Linowitz for the 
U.S., Must&pha Khalil for Egypt, 
and Yosef Burg tor Israel — 
somewhere in Europe next week. 

The precise venue for that 
meeting has not yet been fixed, but 
Israeli officials said yesterday It 
would definitely not be in London, 
the site originally chosen. British 
sources say that Israel ruled out 
London as an expression of dis- 
pleasure over Lord Carrington’s 
new Middle East initiative, but 
Israeli officials deny this and say 
the reason is technical. 

*The Israeli officials confirm, 
though, that they refused to go to 
Paris, which was also under con- 


sideration, because of the French 
government's negative attitude to 
the Israel-Egypt peace process.

U.S. Olympics boycott 
final, Vance declares

The UJ5. yesterday declared 
its determination to boycott the 
forthcoming Moscow Olympic 
games as the February 20 
deadline set by President Jim- 
my Carter for the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan 
came and went with no sign of 
snch a move. 

In Europe, however, the in- 
dications were that America's 
Nato allies, and especially West 
Germany, were intent on put- 
ting off their own decision on an 
Olympics boycott. 

In Bonn for talks with the Ger- 
man leaders. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance reiterated an earlier 
announcement in Washington by 
his spokesman, of the American 
boycott. 

Vance indicated, however, that 
he had not obtained a promise from 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt’s 
government to back an Olympics 
boycott at thla time. 

The Secretary of State said that 
he had reached general agreement 
with West German leaders on joint 
Western measures to respond to the 
Soviet intervention In Afghanistan. 

During his talks with Schmidt 
and Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher, both sides 
also discussed long-term tactical 
measures to counter the Soviet ac- 


tion, Vance told a press conference. 

Genscher and Vance gave no date 
on when the Western alliance will . 
reveal Its combined plan for deal- 
ing with the Afghanistan crisis, but 
they said “essential elements" of 
the proposed programme were dis- 
cussed and agreed upon in Bonn. 

Regarding the Common Market 
proposal made on Tuesday to solve 
the crisis by guaranteeing 
Afghanistan's neutrality if the 
Soviets withdraw troops, Vance 
said. “Let me say we are in general 
agreement with the statements 
reflected In that communique." 

In Moscow the Soviet government 
newspaper "Izvestla" yesterday 
described as illogical a British 
proposal for Afghanistan to be 
declared neutral territory' and 
suggested the U.S. was behind the 
idea. 

Chancellor Schmidt yesterday 
redoubled efforts to stress solidari- 
ty with Washington In the Afghan 
crisis. Fresh from talks with 
Vance, Schmidt repeated earlier 
statements by West German 
politicians that it was up to the 
Soviet Union to "create the con- 
ditions" allowing all nations to take 
part in the games. 

Carefully avoiding commitment 
on the Olympic issue, Schmidt in- 
dicated West Germany would wait 
.until the May 24 de adline on entry 
to the Moscow games to decide on 
participation. 

In London, the British govern- 


ment said yesterday It may advise 
Britain’s two television networks to 
boycott coverage of the Moscow 
Olympic games. 

Foreign Office Minister of State 
Douglas Hurd told a Commons 
Foreign Affairs' Committee this 
might follow logically from Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's ad- 
vice to British athletes to boycott 
the games. Thatcher did so in a 
letter to the British Olympic 
Association on Tuesday. 

At Lake Placid, U.S. Olympic of- 
ficials said that they would have no 
comment on the announcement that 
the U.S. would not participate in the 
Moscow games. 

The president of the USOC said 
earlier that be would stick by his 
previous statement that the USOC 
win make no decision on whether It 
will send a team until the USOC 
house of delegates meets in April. 

' Robert Kane, who heads the 
USOC, said last week that it would 
go along with President Carter's 
wishes but was bound legally to for- 
malize such a decision at the April 
session. (Reuter, UPI, AP)

IDF has photos 
of T-34 tanks 
in PLO hands 

Palestine liberation Organiza- 
tion forces in South Lebanon have 
received Soviet-made T-34 tanks, 
the Israeli army spokesman said 
yesterday. 

'Die IDF released reconnaissance 
photos taken from the air and on 
land recently of the tanks, in 
positions near Tyre. The T-34 Is an 
obsolete World War H veteran. 

* u .^uu It was releasing the Infor- 
mation following inquiries based on 
similar Claims made by Christian 
militia radio stations in Lebanon. 

The IDF recalled that the PLO 
had denied receiving several dozen 
tanks from the USSR, but said that 
Israeli intelligence had recorded 
Palestinians undergoing armoured 
warfare training in Syria and in 
Soviet bloc countries. 

Based bn this information, the 
fumy spokesman said that Israel 
anticipated future heavy armour 
deliveries from East Europe to the 
Palestinians. 


Last minute hitches 
seen in Iran package deal 


UNITED NATIONS. — The UN 
panel formed to investigate the ex- 
shah of Iran has delayed its depar- 
ture for Teheran until the weekend 
because the Iranians want more 
time to.prepareforthe mission, UN 
Secretary-General Kurt-. Waldheim 
announced yesterday. 

Waldheim also said that the 
Iranians, injecting a new element 
into the negotiations, want the five 
commission rnesphers to speak to 
all- of the 53 American hostages be- 
ing held at the U.S. embassy in 
Teheran. 

Observers at the UN were quoted 
on American television yesterday 
as expressing doubt that the delay 
In the commission’s departure had 
been caused by technical problems 
in Teheran. The speculation, rather, 
was that the delicate package put 
together under UNaiispices with 
the agreement of the Iranians and 
the Americans bad not yet been 
completed to the satisfaction of 


both sides, and that last-minute 
hitches had developed. 

In a televlrion Interview, yester- 
day, Iranian president Abolhassan 
Ban! -Sadr said in response to a 
question on the functions of the 
commission that it would 'also in* 
vestigate the “crimes of the ex- 
shah and American intervention in 
Iran." 

It is understood that the UR. has 
agreed to the first target as an un- 
avoidable concession which would 
lead to the freeing of the American 
hostages in Teheran, but 
Washington has steadfastly op- 
posed any internationally- 
sponsored investigation of its own . 
role in the shah's Iran.

Ready for court fight to register marriages 

Reform rabbis apply to Abuhatzeira

Leaders of the Reform movement 
have asked the Religious Affairs 
Ministry to give their rabbis 
authority in Israel to register 
marriages they perform. 

They told a press conference in 
Jerusalem yesterday that they 
were willing to lake their case to 
the High Court of Justice if 
necessary. 

They were speaking on the eve of 
the 2ist International conference of 
the World Union for Progressive 
Judaism — a gathering of 800 
representatives from 24 countries. 

"We are struggling for our right 
to exist in Israel," said WUPJ 
president-elect Gerard Daniel of 
Harrison. New York. The three- 


mlllion-raember international 
movement had taken a "significant 
step" towards their goal of “e- 
quality" by asking the ministry for 
recognition, he added. 

Noting that “coalition interests" 
may prevent Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira from 
granting the movement official 
recognition. Rabbi Richard Hlrsch, 
who moved to Jerusalem seven 
years ago from America, said the 
movement was ready to go to the 
High Court of Justice. 

Those "coalition interests," 
Hlrsch said, "are In direct opposi- 
tion to the democratic nature of 
Israel. ..and put a barrier between 
all Jews.” 

According to the movement's 
legal adviser, Abuhatzeira's 


ministry has the authority to grant 
the movement the right to record 
marriages. And the movement 
believes it has "a leg to stand on" If 
it appears before the High Court, 
because the (Mandatory) Marriage 
and Divorce Registration Or- 
dinance of 1929 doesn't specify what 
kind of rabbi must officiate at a 
wedding. 

"Registering authority 
means.. .in the case of a Jewish 
marriage, the rabbi," states the 
Mandatory ordinance under which 
marriage is regulated in Israel, the 
legal adviser said, emphasizing 
that no adjective is named to 
describe the kind of rabbi.

A spokesman said the lecturers 
had announced their decision about 
a warning strike yesterday-:|at & 
meeting with the heads of the un- 
iversities. They asked the 
presidents to press the lecturers' 
claim for the two benefits. f 
The university presidents will 
meet with Civil Service Commis- 
sion officials to discuss the lec- 
turer’s claim, but the commission 
is expected to turn it down flat. 

Nowhere In the lecturers* pay 
agreement with the government for 
1978-80. signed last May, does It say 
that they are entitled to such 
benefits. But the lecturers maintain 


that they had been assured these 
benefits if and when they were 
awarded to the teachers. 

Meanwhile the Secondary School 
Teachers Association executive 
met in Tel Aviv to discuss im- 
plementation of the court decision 
and of the Etzionl Commission 
recommendations (on teachers* 
stalW'and pay). 

The teachers and the government 
disagree over the amount of money] 
the court decision involves. Civil 
Service Commission officials are 
saying privately that teachers’ 
salaries will rise by 8-10 per cent as 
a result, but the teachers are claim- 
ing that the two benefits will in- 
crease salaries by 20-27 per cent. 

The teachers also want the 
government to start discussing with 
them the implementation of the Et- 
ziozii recommendations on working 
conditions and on re-structuring 
teachers' pay. The teachers unions 
have already announced that they 
are willing to defer the actual wage 
increases until wage agreements 
are renegotiated in 1981 but want 
their pay scales set and agreed 
upon now. 


Courtroom activity ceases 
as clerks go on ‘vacation’,

TEL AVIV. — Courthouse work 
will again be disrupted today ' as 
court clerks continue their 
■‘vacation.’’ The clerks are 
protesting the lack of response to 
their pay demands. 

The Jerusalem District Labour 
Court will today debate the state's 
request to declare the clerks’ strike 
Illegal, and to deduct 50 per cent pf 
their salaries for the two days vaca- 
tion they took without permission. 

With the exception of Haifa and 
Nazareth, it was impossible to 
release detainees on bail, and no 
orders restraizting people from 
leaving the country could be issued. 

Shmuel Levy, chairman of the 
court workers zzatiozial organiza- 


tion, said yesterday that the clerks 
will probably intensify their battle. 
"It doesn’t matter what the results 
are. The Civil Service commission 
lied to us and the Justice Ministry 
led us astray. If they don't sit down 
to negotiate with us as the 
Histadrut suggested, we’ll paralyse 
courthouse work even after 'vaca- 
tion' ends," Levy said. 

Levy said that it was intolerable 
that the salary of a beginning clerk 
in court should be less than IL5.000 
net, and even a clerk In charge of 10 
workers with 25 years seniority 
should net less than IL 10 , 000 . 

Justice Ministry Spokesman 
Haim Samet said that his office 
would not allow the workers to 
paralyse the judicial system. If 
necessary, he said, back-to-work 
orders will be Issued to the clerks. 


Firemen intensify sanctions

TEL AVIV. The National 
Firefighters Union, pressing 
demands for a 25 per cent pay raise 
such as the one Tel Aviv firemen 
recently won, announced yesterday 
they would intensify the work sanc- 
tions begun at the end of last week. 

While the firemen are answering 
emergency calls connected with 
fires or savipg lives, they have 
ceased to maintain their vehicles 
and equipment. 

"We shall soon reach a stage in 
which we won’t have the means to 
extinguish fires. Then everyone will 
start running after us," warned un- 
ion chairman Yosef Heine. 

The union’s representative ex- 
plained that they are demanding 


the same 25 per cent raise received 
by the Tel Aviv firefighters because 
"we do exactly the same work and 
therefore deserve the same pay.” 

Union of Local Authorities 
spokesman Tony Garin told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that he 
supported the firefighters' 
de mands . "But it is impossible to 
fulfil their demands because even 
the Tel Aviv municipality, under 
pressure from the Interior 
Ministry, h*m asked the district 
labour court to cancel its contract 
with the Tel Aviv firefighters." 

"We believe that- fire fighters 
should get the same treatment in 
every town. If the labour court 
decides to uphold the contract, we'll 
have to find means of solving the 
problem,” Garin said. 


Doctors call off partial strike plans

The country's hospital patients 
have been spared a partial strike by 
doctors, at least for the time being. 

•The doctors had threatened the 
disruption as talks between the 
Medical Association and the 
government, due to end yesterday, 
seemed to be getting nowhere. 
However, after five hours of 
negotiations last night, both sides 
announced that they would continue 
meeting next week. 

The representatives of the doc- 


tors and El tan Jacobson, bead of 
the Civil Service Commission, said 
that the negotiators had found a 
common ground for discussion. The 
doctors are objecting to a 6 per cent 
cut in the health budget which, they 
say, would put many of them out of 
work. 

Meanwhile, the Civil Service 
Commission also met with the 
representatives of the nurses in an 
effort to meet their demands. This 
commission, too, is.due to finish its 
work next week.

Jakobovits ‘surprised’ by 
controversy over his views

LONDON. — Chief Rabbi Dr. Im- 
manuel Jakobovits said yesterday 
that he was genuinely surprised by 
the intensity of reaction in Israel to 
the controversial views he express- 
ed last week, and “pained” par- 
ticularly by the "degree of extreme 
polarization in Israel and the un- 
willingness of one side to try and 
understand the other.” 

“This is catastrophic. This In- 
tolerance Is more dangerous than 
all the Arabs put together,” 
Jakobovits said. 

The Rabbi said he had received 
letters of support for his views, in- 
cluding some from people he called 
“veteran Zionist leaders.” 

British Jewry has reacted in a 
generally low-key manner, though 
the British Mizrachi Federation, 
whose honorary officers met this 
week to consider the situation, are 
reportedly “extremely concerned” 
and will seek an urgent meeting 
with the chief rabbi. They have dis- 


sociated themselves from his 
views. 

The chief rabbi stressed that 
while he had received support for 
his views from some quarters, he 
appreciated that the real division 
here was not over his views, “but 
the wisdom of my expressing 
them.”

Pilots Union unhappy with 
accident c’tee membership

TEL AVTV. — *Ttae committee In- 
vestigating last week’s plane crash, 
in which a Piper Aztec plunged Into 
the sea with its pilot and two 
passengers, consists of the same 
men who determine the aviation 
regulations which they must now 
examine, representatives of the 
Israel Pilots Union said yesterday. 

The Pilots Union represents 400 
pilots.-incIucUngthose who fly for El 
Al. Arkia, Chimavir and teat pilots. 

Heading the investigation com- 
mittee is Arik Aluf, the head of the 
Civil Aviation Administration's 
operations department, who also 
determined many of the flying 
regulations, chairman of the Pilots 
Union Yitzhak Barzilai claimed. He 
charged that other members of the 
committee would also be more 
prone to protect the Transport 
Ministry than expose faulty 
regulations. 

Barzilai demanded that indepen- 
dent investigators, subject to the 
state comptroller, be entrusted 


with inquiring into the cir- 
cumstances of the accident. 

The Pilots Union’s represen- 
tatives said that part of the problem 
stemmed from the absence of an 
updated flying law. The present 
law, written In 1927, does not 
provide for investigation com- 
mittees, Barzilai said. That law "is 
more suitable for a flying balloon 
than a jet plane," he added.' 

A Transport Ministry spokes man 
yesterday said that the ministry 
consulted with Yehuda Lev-Ran, 
deputy chairman of the Pilots 
Union, about tbe composition of the 
investigation committee. The 
ministry’s deputy legal adviser 
eve*ri suggested that a represen- 
tative of the Pilots Union head the 
committee, the spokesman said. 

Lev-Ran then appointed pilot 
Yair Livne, who joined the com- 
mittee but refused to head it due to 
his limited experience in in- 
vestigating accidents, the 
spokesman said. He added that the 
Pilots Union's "doubts” in the in- 
vestigation committee were 
therefore "strange."

Tbe soldier is Samal ('sergeant) 
An at Hite, 23, who was arrested at 
her Ramat Gan home at 8 &.m. on 
Tuesday for failing to report for 
reserve service a month ago. 

Hite had already written to 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman 
and Chief-of-Siaff Raphael Eitan, 
when she received her reserve duty 
summons, saying she would not 
report for reasons of conscience. 
Hite claimed that the present 


women's draft law discriminates 
against secular women, who bear 
the full burden of reserve duty, 
while religious and self-declared 
religious women are exempt from 
all national service. 

Hite Is a student of psychology 
and criminology at Bar-Hen Univer- 
sity. She said her frequent stints of 
reserve duty disrupt her studies, 
while religious women peacefully 
continue theirs. 

If Hite is not released by this 
afternoon, women dressed in prison 
uniforms and carrying black chains 
will march from Rehov Dizengoff, 
past Hablraa, to the Defence 
Ministry offices, Benesh said. 

The equal service organization 
has cabled tbe defence minister and 
c hie f-of- staff demanding Hite’s im- 
mediate release. Benesh said that 
dozens of equal service members 
will refuse to enlist in the army and 
to report for reserve service, in 
their battle to change the law.

3rd day of protests 
in West Bank

There were sporadic distur- 
bances in the Ramallah and 
Bethlehem area for the third con- 
secutive day yesterday but no 
arrests or Injuries were reported, 
and the area was generally quiet by 
noon. 

In Ramallah some 100 
schoolchildren burnt a tire, and 
threw stones at cars until security 
forces arrived on the scene. The 
demonstrators tried to persuade 
shopkeepers to close their 
premizes. There were similar In- 
cidents in neighbouring El-Blreh. 

In Bethlehem, too, pupils burnt a 
tire outside a school and stoned 
passing Israeli vehicles, but they 
went back to their classrooms when 
troops arrived on the scene. 

Schoolgirls in fihuofot, north of 
Jerusalem, tried to erect a barrier 
of stones on the main road linking 
the capital with Ramallah. They 
were also dispersed by security 
forces, who arrested one of the 
demonstrators. 

Yesterday's trouble erupted 
against a background of general un- 
rest in the West Bonk over the opes- 
i ing of the Israeli embassy tn Cairo, 
the plans to allow Jews to live in 
Hebron, and the cancellation of a 
planned meeting in Jerusalem's Al- 
Aksa mosque following warnings 
by the military government. 

The East Jerusalem Arabic 
newspapers yesterday gave 
prominence to the decisions of the 
“Palestinian National Congress" 
calling, among other things, for a 
mass turnout for tomorrow’s 
prayers in the mosque in Hebron's 
Cave of Machpelah. 

The West Bank military govern- 
ment was yesterday investigating 
complaints of a break-in into a 
school in the Arab village of Beit Ur 
el-Tahta, near Latrun, on Tuesday 
night. 

.Damages to the school Included 
smashed windows, doors welded 
together and other equipment 
broken. The military government 
suspects settlers from nearby Beit 
Horon, who were pelted with stones 
on the previous day, may have been 
responsible.

Lehi fighter relives dramatic escape from Mandate jail

An ex-convlet attempted to relive a 
glorious episode of his youth in Jerusalem 
Heroes' Museum yesterday morning. 

Standing outside cell number 23, Mat- 
tit yah u Shmuelevltz, the new director- 
general of the Prime Minister's Office, 
described his escape, made exactly 82 years 
ago yesterday, from the British Mandate 
prison in the Russian Compound, now a 
museum. He was a member of the LeM 
Jewish underground, and had been jailed as a 
terrorist by the British. 

His audience consisted of about 80 10th 
graders, mostly girls, from the ORT school 
on Jerusalem's Rehov Hanevi'lm. 

The cell is now a warehouse and crammed 
with files. He pointed out the 1.8 metre tMck 
outer walls and the manhole cover only a few 
metres away.- Shmuelevltz said, “We dug 
down two metres, and another six metres out, 
to reach the manhole. 

"We emerged from the manhole and then 
walked out to freedom, as uncomprehending 
British guards looked on." 

Shmuelevltz, who escaped with 11 other 
LeM and Etzel underground fighters, met the 
pupils earlier in the museum's Heroes' Hall. 


Portraits of 17 Nlli, Etzel and LeM operatives 
— killed by the Turks, the British or who com- 
mitted suicide — looked on as he told Ms tale. 

“There was a Jew called Ehrlich In the 
Mandate Authority's Public Works Depart- 
ment. We asked him, through intermediaries, 
to obtain for us a blueprint of the Jerusalem 
sewer system. 

“Ehrlich." relates Shmuelevltz, "respond- 
ed that he would rather take a look at the 
sewers himself asked us to throw shirts 
and stones into the system - to cause a 
blockage." 

After the convicts did this, Ehrlich went 
into the sewers and discovered that one 
pipeline ran only six metres beyond the 
prison wall, although well inside the British- 
controlled Russian Compound In which the 
prison was situated. 

Ehrlich told the British authorities that 
there was need to construct a new entry hole 
and pool at a point directly opposite cell 23. 
The British agreed and Ehrlich brought In 
some workmen to start work. 

"Meanwhile we began to dig through the 
floor, right under our bunk-beds. The bottom 
tier of the beds, which were cemented to the 
floor, was so close to the floor that no one 
could crawl under it. We simply cut through

The two aaid 
yesterday they would not leave 
Israel until the HMO financial 
crisis is solved. 

The leaders of the women’s 
Zionist organization met yesterday 
with Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz and Health Ministry Director- 
General Baruch Modan in what 
both sides described as a friendly 
atmosphere. But they failed to 
come to any concrete conclusion as 
to how to solve the hospital’s pre- 
sent deficit — estimated at between 
UAOOzn. and ELCOOm. — and plan to 
cut costs in the future.

‘Al-Fajr’ to publish weekly in English

The Interior Ministry yesterday 
granted permission to the Bast 
Jerusalem Arabic daily “Al-Fajr" 
(Dawn) to publish a separate 
English weekly. A similar permit 
has also been granted for a Hebrew 
weekly. 

Simultaneously, .the coordinator 
of activities In the administered 
territories has granted “Al-Fajr'a” 
publisher Hanna Slniora permis- 
sion to distribute another new 
Arabic press venture, “Al-Usbu'a 
-al-Jadld" (The New Week), In the 
territories. 

Permission was also granted, 
finally, to Mirwan al-Asali, the 


publisher of "A-Shira'a" 
(Sailboat), to distribute his high- 
standard, mainly literary and ar- 
tistic monthly in toe administered 
areas. Al-Asali had applied to the 
High Court of Justice after his 1978 
request was held up for a year and a 
half. The first 15 issues of his 
monthly were sold only In East 
Jerusalem and in Israel. The 
military government was 
• “unaware" of its regular sale in the 
Gaza Strip until this was revealed 
recently by The Jerusalem Post 
Jerusalem now has four Arabic 
dallies (one, "Al-Anba,” published 
tn West Jerusalem) and several 
weeklies and monthlies. With two 
more- periodicals appearing in 
Gaza, the Arab press in the country 
is flourishing.

Moscow ignores Carter cutoff date 

No sign of even partial Soviet 


troop pullout from Af ghanis tan 


MOSCOW. - U.S. President Jim- 
iny Carter’s deadline for the Soviet 
union to pull its troops out of 
Afghanistan or face a U.S. boycott 
of the summer Olympic Games ex- 
plred without comment in Moscow 
yesterday. 

The Kremlin issued no hints that 
they planned to withdraw from 
Afghanistan, and continued to 
maintain that their armed forces in 
the Asian nation represent only a 
limited contingent dispatched at 
the request of the Afghan people. 

..Western intelligence sources 
claim that as many as 100,000 
Soviet soldiers continue to impose 
Russian will on the backward and 
mainly Moslem nation. 

■The Soviet news media In the 
meantime have charged Carter 
with attempting to blackmail the 
Soviet Union and have promised 
that U.S. pressure would not 
change Moscow's foreign policy 
objectives. The Soviets never 
publicly reported the direct link 
Carter established between an 
American boycott of the Games and 
the issue of Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan. 

The U.S. State Department has 
said it believed the Soviets might 
soon order a token troop 
Withdrawal as part of a "peace 
offensive," but so far there have 
been no signs of even a limited 
withdrawal. 

Carter's threat to boycott tbe 
Games was one of a number of 
punitive measures he took in on 
attempt to punish tbe Soviets for 
their Afghan adventure. 

■He also ordered a partial em- 
bargo on grain and other food ex* 
porta to the Soviet Union, stopped 
the shipment of high-technology 
equipment and froze most cultural 


and scientific exchanges. 

American sources In Moscow 
yesterday said the grain embargo 
was beginning to cause a pinch. 
Ironically, they said, the pinch was 
showing itself in Increased meat 
production figures for January. 

Soviet statistics claimed that 
January meat production was up by 
10 per cent over the same month a 
year ago at 799,000 metric tons. But 
the American specialists said that 
figure was the result of farced 
livestock slaughtering brought on 
by the grain embargo.' 


They said Soviet farmers cannot 
count on enough feed grain to sup- 
port their herds and are slaughter- 
ing now to prevent them from going 
to market at lower weights later. 

The experts said the forced 
slaughter now would mean smaller 
meat supplies later on and a heavy 
reduction in the number of cattle, 
hogs and chickens — stocks -which 
had been arduously rebuilt after the 
disastrous 1974 crop failure. 

Reports from Kabul say that in- 
surgency against President Babrak 
Karmal's government has in- 
creased sharply, especially in the 
Afghan provinces. 

Most diplomats In Kabul believe 
that the Soviet Union would have 
lost face If it attempted to pull out 
its troops under pressure of an 
American deadline. Western 
sources also believe a sudden 
pullout would almost certainly lead 
to the collapse of Karmal's govern- 
ment, and that the increasing in- 
surgency Is well beyond the control 
of Afghan troops. 

Moslem insurgents or "mu- 
jahideen" (holy warriors) have 
been especially active on major 
highways. The Jalalabad highway 
connecting Kabul with Peshawar in 


Pakistan has been a frequent target 
of their attacks and they are able to 
control it at will. 

On the road to Jalalabad, in- 
surgents often come down from 
their mountain tops to stop convoys 
and search for members of Kar- 
mal's faction of the Peoples' 
Democratic Party. 

The Kandahar-Kabul road has 
also been under attack from mu- 
jahideen. The traffic on this route 
now moves In convoys, sometimes 
escorted by troops. 

In the cities of Kandahar and 
Herat, there have been frequent 
demonstrations and violations of 
curfew. 

Most Western diplomats believe 
the rebels would come right Into 
Kabul if it were not for the presence 
of Soviet troops who, however, have 
kept a low profile ever since arriv- 
ing in Afghanistan. 

Except in the Afghan capital, 
where they are often seen moving 
through the city in tanks, armoured 
cars and trucks, they have largely 
kept to their garrisons or barracks. 

The Soviet troops have rarely 
clashed with the insurgents. “Their 
policy appears to be to keep in the 
background,” said one diplomat. 

Over the past seven weeks, Kar- 
mal's major efforts have been 
directed towards broadening his 
popular support. 

Radio broadcasts and 
newspapers frequently mention 
that Afghans are now free to per- 
form religious duties. Last month, 
Karmal himself prayed at a mos- 
que here. 

The government-owned "Kabul 
New Times" said on Tuesday that 
assets seized under the executed 
former president, Hafteullah Amin, 
would soon be returned to their 
owners. (AP, Reuter) 


‘Duty bound’ to cross border if ‘total chaos’ occurs 


S. Africa may intervene in Rhodesia 


PRETORIA. — Senior South 
African military officials were 
quoted yesterday as saying their 
country would feel compelled to in- 
tervene militarily should law and 
order break down completely In 
Rhodes la after this month's elec- 
tions. 

Reports of the warning were 
published in leading South African 
newspapers. Informed sources said 
they were based on an “off-the- 
record" briefing for defence cor- 
respondents at military head-, 
quarters here to which foreign 
newsmen were not invited. 

The briefing was believed to be 
intended to set out well in advance 
South Africa's position over 
Rhodesia and the circumstances In 
which it might send its troops 
across the border. 

These were, according to the 
reports: Total chaos, in which the 
liyeffdof whites seeking to flee were 
endangered; ' Intervention In 


Rhodesia by forces of another coun- 
try, such as Mozambique, Cuba or 
Tanzania; or a threat to South 
Africa's own security. 

Prime Minister Pieter W. Botha 
has already said South Africa 
would contemplate intervention In 
Rhodesia in the event of a total 
breakdown there, but that the 
matter would first be put to Parlia- 
ment In Cape Town. 

South Africa would not necessari- 
ly wait for an invitation to Intervene 
from Britain or the government 
which came to power in Salisbury 
after the February 27-29 election, 
the officials said. 

Meanwhile, Rhodesia's British 
Governor Lord Christopher Soames 
met in Salisbury yesterday with 
Marxist guerrilla- chief Robert 
Mugabe to discuss tbe escalating 
pre-election violence in Rhodesia. 
As hopes for free and fair elections 
in eight days faded, Soames was ex- 
pected to ask Mugabe to order 


thousands of his guerrillas to 
observe the seven-week cease-fire 
and stop intimidating rural voters. 
British sources said. 


Mugabe, leader of the Zimbabwe 
African National Union (Patriotic 
Front faction) which is expected to 
win most of the 80 contested 
National Assembly seats, has 
steadfastly denied his men are 
breaching tbe cease-fire. Instead, 
he has charged Irregular security 
force auxiliaries loyal to Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa, the 
American-trained Methodist 
bishop, with the violence.

Strike tension 
at Yorkshire 
steel 


plant 


SHEERNESS, England (AP). — 
Six pickets were injured and IQ 
arrested in this coastal town yester- 
day when 1,500 pickets clashed with 
police In an attempt- to drag 
workers at a private steel plant Into 
a seven-week national steel strike. 

Despite the show of strength by 
striking British Steel Corporation 
workers, backed by hundreds of 
tough Yorkshire coalminers, the 
Canadian-owned Sheerness Steel 
Company plant remained in opera- 
tion. 

The confrontation underlined the 
deepening bitterness of the strike, 
the first test for Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's tough new 
proposals to curb union power, in- 
cluding limits on picketing. 

In Birmingham yesterday, the 

17.000 workers at British Leyiand's 
big Longbridge plant, ignoring 
demands by their unions, voted 
overwhelmingly against a strike to 
protest the firing of their com- 
munist chief union official. 

Tbe troubled British automotive 
company fired chief union official 
Derek Robinson, known as “Red 
Robbo," for publishing and writing 
a pamphlet calling on British 
Leyland workers to disrupt the 
company's economic recovery 
programme, which involves up to 

50.000 dismissals. 


Germanys’ leaders 
still talking 


BONN (UPI). — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt y ester- 
.day dashed. growing speculation of 
an “ice age” in relations between 
the two Germanys by announcing 
he had talked on the telephone with 
East German leader Erich 
Honecker. 

An announcement by Schmidt's 
chief spokesman, Klaus Boelling, 
■aid Schmidt and Honecker talked 
on Tuesday night. He did not say 
who placed the coll. 

Such contact showed that 
“despite all public speculation, 
there can be no talk of mis- 
understandings or even irritations 
in inner German relations," Boell- 
ing said. 

As If to underline the point, West 
Germany's permanent represen- 
tative in East Berlin, Guenther 
Gaus, then visited Honecker for an 
hour In the East German capital 
yesterday. 

The meeting was held at 
Honecker's request. Bonn officials 
pointed out this indicated con- 
tinuing East German Interest in in- 
creasing cooperation with. West 
Germany. 

Speculation of a chill in relations 
between the two Germanys, which 
have progressed steadily In a 
decade of detente, has grown since 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
and the ensuing postponement of a 
Schmidt-Honecker meeting in East 
Gennany. ^1. u. 


GMdafi threatens 
break with Arabs 
who see Giscard 


KUWAIT (UFI). — Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi has threatened 
to break diplomatic relations with 
five Arab states if they receive 
French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing early next month, the 
Kuwaiti newspaper “al-Siyassah" 
said yesterday. 

Citing highly-placed sources in 
the Libyan capital of Tripoli, it said 
Gaddafi had sent messages to the 
heads of state of Kuwait, Bahrain, 
Qatar, Jordan and the United Arab 
Emirates, advising them of his 
decision to break ties and withdraw 
Libyan ambassadors should these 
states receive Giscard. 

Giscard la scheduled to start of- 
ficial visits to the five states in ear- 
ly March. 

"Al-Siyassah” said officials In 
the five countries were "surprised 
and astounded" by Gaddafi's deci- 
sion and have not yet sent a reply to 
the Libyan leader. 

French-Libyan relations 
deteriorated following a January 27 
armed attack on the Tunisian min- 
ing town of Gasfa, in which more 
than 40 people were killed. Tunisia 
charged that the attackers had 
been trained in Libya, and France 
sent warships to the area after 
Tunisia asked for military 
assistance.

W. German politician brands 
leading authors Vats’ 


STUTTGART, WEST GERMANY 
(UPI). — A leading West German 
politician faced prosecution yester- 
day after he called leading West 
German authors "rats and 
bluebottles," a charge one author 
called "the first step to book bur- 
ning." 


The attack on the authors 
reportedly came when Edmund 
Stoiber, controversial general 
secretary of the Conservative 
Christian Social Union, talked with 
employees of South German radio 
in Stuttgart last week. 

Reporters at the radio asked 
Stoiber about a statement at- 
tributed to Franz Josef Strauss, 
leader of the CSU and opposition 
chancellor candidate in this year's 
elections, calling several promi- 
nent West German authors “rats 
and bluebottles," an extremely 
degrading term In German. Stoiber 
said he did not know If this was so, 
but he would agree with the 
description. 

Walter Jens, a leading author and 


renowned professor of literature at 
Tuebingen University, denounced 
Stoiber 's statement as "the first 
step to book burning." 

The reference to the Nail era 
echoed unparalleled public 
criticism of Stoiber last fall, when 
he said Germans should take a 
more positive view of Nasi National 
Soclalista who "were first and 
foremost socialists.. ..who worked 
for collective solutions and carried 
them out.” 

The Christian Social Union tried 
to damp down the growing scandal 
over Stolber'a attack on the authors 
by saying he referred only to left- 
wing author Bernt Engelmann. 

But spokesmen for the state 
prosecutors office In Stuttgart 
yesterday said they were in- 
vestigating the Incident with a view 
to prosecuting Stoiber on grounds of 
“inciting the people." Such, a suit 
would reflect badly on Strauss, who 
has sought to shed his reputation as 
an ebullient Bavarian conservative 
and promote an image of con- 
sidered statesmanship. 


Dozens dead, homes destroyed in floods 

Who said it never rains 
in Southern California? 


FRESNO. California (UPI). — New 
storms moving inland off the 
Pacific drenched the U.S. West 
Coast and neighbouring states ear- 
ly yesterday, producing flasjb 
flooding and worsening 'the 
mudslide problem in scrathent 
Calif or nia. 

A series of violent storms 
throughout a large part of the 
American West left more than two 
dozen dead and caused more than 
$200m. in property damage. . 

The National Weather Service 
said heavy storms created flooding 
in Idaho, where a flash flood war- 
ning was Issued for the Portae uf 
River. Flash flood watches were 
also in effect for the southern 
California mountains, -central and 
western Arizona and southwestern 
Utah. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
declared three Arizona counties 
major disaster areas, as flooding 
throughout the state killed at least 
four persons and caused upwards of 
290m. in damage. 

Northern Californians braced for 
the next storm, the fifth in a week, 
racing toward the coast at 72 km. 
per hour. The cleanup continued 
yesterday from Tuesday's storm, 
which caused flooding In many 
areas, power outages and a tornado 
In Fresno. 

California Governor Edmund 
Brown Jr. on Tuesday declared 
four southern California counties 
disaster areas, and put 18,000 
National Guard troops on standby 
alert to provide assistance in air 
and ground transportation and 


flood control.- Another 1,000 
members of the stale's . Civilian 
Conservation Corps «l«n were put 
on standby. 

, More than 4,500 persons ' hove 
been? evacuated in routtamCalltdr^

dead and four .are missing as a 
result of the storms. Twenty-seven 
houses were destroyed and- 780 
others damaged by floods and 
mudslides;

central portions of California. 

The weather bureau reported 
that at least 804 mm. of rain has 
fallen in downtown Los Angeles 
since the storms began, with as 
much aa 584 mm. recorded in the 
last four days In tbe mountains 
south of Monterey.

Tito’s condition 
said unchanged 


BELGRADE (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Tito’s condition remained un- 
changed yesterday after a quiet 
night, and doctors said he was feel- 
ing “subjectively better." 

Informed sources said this did not 
necessarily mean that the 87-year- 
old Yugoslav leader’s medical con- 
dition had Improved. 

A medical bulletin Issued at noon 
from the clinical centre at 
Ljubljana, .northern Yugoslavia, 
where the president has been under 
treatment for seven weeks, said: 

“The general state of health of 
President of the Republic Joslp 
Bros Tito is unchanged. The com- 
rade president spent a quiet night 
and. feels subjectively better. Re- 
quired measures, of intensive treat- 
ment are continuing.” 



Kennedy slipping, 
says CBS poll 



NEW YORK (UPI). The results of a 
CBS-New York Times poll released 
on Tuesday provide nothing but bad 
news for Senator Edward 
Kennedy’s presidential campaign. 

First of all. Democrats prefer 
President Jimmy Carter for the 
presidential nomination by- a a-1 
margin over Kennedy, the poll 
shows.' 

CBS said that while 75 per cent of 
the Democrats contacted for a poll 
last June said they had a 
favourable Impression of Kennedy, 
the figure fell to 69 per cent in 
November and plunged to 81 per 
cent In the most recent survey.

SIR JOHN, at 52, has had a number 
of interesting pasts in his 28 years in 
the foreign service. He has served 
In Warsaw, Rome, Damascus and 
New Tork. And in London he has oc- 
cupied posts in the economic sec- 
tion of the Foreign Office. He sees 
the ambassador's job as promoting 
his country’s trade interests, but 
noted that as far as his job was con- 
cerned, the close' affiliation with 
this country of wide circles in Bri- 
tain, particularly among the Jewish 
community, meant that he needed 
to devote that much leas attention 
to the promotion of trade. 

He found the Israeli Establish- 
ment as closely Interwoven as that 
in his own country: "All the people 
I keep meeting have either fought 
together in the undergrounds and 
armed forces, attended the same 
schools or were related to each 
other," he noted, citing a dinner in 
.honour of the former masters of his 
school, the Manchester Gramm er 
School, to which he invited 25 old 
hoys living in Israel: he discovered 
that all their Israeli wives were 
somehow related. 

PART OF Sir John's success in 
Israel may be attributed to his 
down-to-earth approach so ap- 
preciated by Israelis.

Wilson chose John Mason for Israel 
was because be had been known to 
get on with Jews. One-third of his 
class at the Manchester Grammer 
School was Jewish and he was 
brought up in the largely Jewish 
district of West Didabury, south 
Manchester. Moreover, being of 
Congregationallst stock, he had 
more sympathy for a minority 
religious community than would an 
Anglican. 

The Mason home now is in 
Surrey, his daughter is studying at 
his old college, Peterhouae, in Cam- 
bridge, while his son is at Edin- 
burgh University. 

AS A PROFESSIONAL diplomat. 
Sir. John found Israel an open and 
accessible society. And having been 
brought up among Jews, he had “a 
grasp of the keys Immediately." 
Recalling his term of duty in 
Damascus, he spoke of "the ab- 
solute impenetrability" of Arab 
society. 

Mention of . Israeli informality 
brought the sardonic response: 
"Israelis do go on about formality, 
which they confuse with wearing 
coats and ties. The Foreign Office 
recommends that in summer, male 
staff should • wear short-sleeved 
shirts and no ties. Formality should 
not be confused with good manners. 

“When Israelis say: 'Aren't we 
informal?’ they mean they don't 
wear ties and coats in summer." 

He saw the influence of the kib- 
butz in this phenomenon, adding 
that as far as he could see, "the kib- 
butz hasn’t been the same since 
they dfd away with malaria."

other team in the country. But 
Betar have been playing more like 
a First Division side since the 
return of Uri Malmlllian in recent 
games. Malmfflian trained for the 
first time with Jack Mansell's 
national team possibles this week, 
and should be close to peak fitness.

THE STRUGGLE to avoid relega- 


I RECOGNIZE that I am a rabbi, 
and not a politician. But while I 
have for long advocated the separa- 
tion of religion from party politics, 
all political decisions affecting the 
fate and faith of our people must in- 
escapably have a religious and 
moral dimension. For instance, I 
regard it as hypocrisy to use the 
slogan "The Bible as our mandate" 
to demand rights from others and 
not to Impose duties on ourselves, 
equally mandated in the Bible. I 
c ann ot see the justification for rely- 
ing on Divine Providence for the 
security of Israel unless we are 
prepared — by moral rectitude and 
spiritual excellence — to fulfil our 
part of the covenant whereby the 
Land was promised to us con- 
ditionally. 

I share the passionate hope that 
we are Indeed now entering “the 
beginning of the final redemption,” 
but neither Jewish history nor 
Jewish teaching, in ray view, en- 
titles us to base national policy on 
the certainty that we have clearly 
Identified the messianic footsteps. 

Religious or quasi-rellglous fer- 
vour is, after all, today the most 
vociferous dynamic of Zionist 
militancy at one end of the political 
spectrum, just as it Is of militant 
anti-Zionism at the other end. 
Whether I live in Jerusalem or Lon- 
don. I cannot help being alarmed at 
the prospect of Jewish religious 
fundamentalism being seen (right- 
ly or wrongly) as an impediment to 
peace, with incalculable damage to 
Judaism itself, especially in a 
world now threatened with reversal 
to the Middle Ages by religious 
fanaticism elsewhere. Hence, X 
want Jewish religious voices of 
moderation to be heard. 

I do not deny that contrary 
opinions may he equally authentic, 
nor do I denounce those who hold 
them. Differences of opinion can be 
healthy and constructive. In this 
case, they are absolutely essential 
if Jews and non-Jews alike are to 
have a balanced presentation of 
Jewish teachings. 

AGAIN, because of my religious 
commitment to the doctrine “all 
Jews are responsible for one 
another," to me the oneness of the 
Jewish People and the partnership 
between Israel and the Diaspora 
mean more than allya, as well as 
financial, political and moral sup- 
port, all of which I work constantly 
to encourage. 

Jews in the Diaspora, though not 
entitled to participate in Israel's 
decision-making process, should 
contribute to it freely by expressing 
their views, even In public and even 
If they are sometimes critical. I 
grant that some factors in our grim 
predicament can be understood and 
evaluated only by those living In 
Israel (and I suspect I would also be 
more “militant’' were I already liv- 
ing there), but there are other fac- 
tors that are bound to be more 
clearly visible abroad, and more 
objectively assessed with the 
perspective of distance, particular- 
ly. when they relate to the attitudes 
of a generally hostile world far 
beyond Israel's embattled borders. 

Mo'reover, . a- monolithic voice 
from Diaspora Jewry invariably, 
echoing offieial Israeli policies, 
would lose its credibility: 
governments, newspapers and 
public opinion alike would know 
that the facade of unanimity is con- 
trived. 

Jews throughout the world should 
be seen to wrestle with the problem 
of peace. By making no more secret 
of it than the Israelis themselves 
do. they would show real and not 
just artificial solidarity, and their 
opinion in support of Israel's in- 
terests would carry greater weight, 
both with governments they want to 
influence and with Israeli society 
with whom they want to Identify 
and whose thinking would be 
enriched by the cross-fertilization 
jpt ideas in the quest for a solution to 
our perplexities. 

IT MAT BE a matter of opinion 
whether the efforts for decades to 
suppress or minimize the Arab 
refugee problem, which should 
have grated on the Jewish con- 
science sufficiently not to agitate 
any terrorists to focus world atten- 
tion on it, contributed to the growth 
of Palestinian extremism now 
threatening to strangle Israel as it 
has throttled Lebanon. 

But what seems Incontrovertible 
is that the future of the 
Palestinians, rather than the dis- 
position of the Sinai Desert 
(momentous as the Israel-Egypt 
peace treaty is), lies at the heart of 
the Arab-Israel conflict. Nor does it 
require a politician to recognize 
that Arab resources in wealth, 
manpower, modern weaponry and

The rabbis’ role in 
Israel’s predicament 

True solidarity between the Diaspora and Israel requires 
a frank exchange of views and not a papered-over facade' 
of unity, writes Britain’s Chief Rabbi IMMANUEL 
JAKOBO VITS . 



world Influence will Increasingly 
tilt the balance against Israel. 

Short of miracles and inexhausti- 
ble American goodwill, based on 
the hazards of American election 
carnivals, Israel's armed might 
could become irrelevant to her 
security in a convulsive world 
where mighty rulers and powerful 
countries are rendered prostrate 
and defenceless overnight. 

Perhaps it does require spiritual 
leaders to remind us that human 
life is threatened not by bombs but , 
by the hatred of people using them; 
that the goodwill of nations is 
purchased by the efforts made to 
understand them; that justice is 
rarely one-sided; that peace is 
more enduring if attained by the 
Tore Ideal that "No man shall covet 
your borders.” and that our gravest 
peril lies in internal hatred and in- 
tolerance, bred not by divided 
opinions but by a refusal to respect 
them. 

Also, is it really a trespass from 
religion to politics to be deeply dis- 
turbed by the prospect of Jews rul- 
ing (and claiming, permanent 
sovereignty) over a million Arabs 
currently reproducing at twice our 
rate. Inevitably bound to attenuate, 
if not eventually to destroy, the 
Jewish character of Israel? 

NONE OF THE emotive outbursts 
(including the baseless accusation 
that Z have suggested the abolition 
of the religious celebration of Tom 
H&'&tsmaut and the recital of 
H&llel) against me have so far con- 
vinced me that It is Illegitimate tor 
a rabbi to bp concerned with these 
considerations and their present- 
day application. Far from con- 
templating a Palestinian.state now 


or from expressing any views on 
the present autonomy talks or even 
the settlement policies, I argued 
that all options should be left open 
after a 10-year period of completely 
normal relations with the Arabs, to 
provide Israel with a breathing 
space, while gradually creating a 
new psychological climate of un- 
derstanding between neighbours 
and greater sympathy from the 
world community. 

Far from advocating any im- 
mediate territorial concessions aa 
the "Peace Now" movement does, I 
would not surrender anything until 
convincing, evidence of real peace 
has been demonstrated. Peace la 
above all a frame of mind which 
must be nurtured by a high moral 
sensitivity to each other's fears and 
aspirations, and this must be our 
long-term objective if the process Is 
not to collapse under the weight of 
despair and Inhuman 
wretchedness, as well as mounting 
pressures of Arab enmity and world 
hostility. 

The threat of the existing policies 
generating ever more embittered 
polarization between “hawks" and 
"doves" inside Israel is grave in- 
deed. Perhaps it needs an outsider 
to advance a formula which 
provides some middle ground 
which may lead to a consensus — 
neither to give up any territory un- 
til tangible experience of peace is at 
hand, nor to foreclose any future 
options by the word "never." 

If such a formula fails to bring 
peace with the Arabs, It might at 
lease promote peace among Jews, 
and save them from the threat of 
civil unrest. That, again, is the 
business of rabbis. 


AND FAR FROM contemplating 
Israel's liquidation (perish the 
thought), I asserted my absolute 
faith in the state, by spelling out the 
alternatives, designed to nourish 
the hope of an eventual settlement. 
•Many Israelis think and proclaim 
that there will never be an accom- 
modation with the Arabs. This is 
the counsel of despair which in fact 
sadly drives 30,000 Israelis a year to 

yerida. I cannot see how Israel can 
be viable in the long run unless we 
remove this despair and promote 
confidence. To promote realibm 
tempered by hope, too, is the task of 
spiritual leaders. 

If facing the stark reality of our 
present dilemma means spelling 
the unthinkable, it should be spelt 
out, if only to generate a more in- 
tensive search for alternatives. 
Politicians cannot do so; they 
would lose both popularity and 
political manoeuvrability. But 
spiritual leaders must not flinch, so 
long as their objective is to 
strengthen hope and understan- 
ding. 

Every time we cross a threshold 
in a Jewish home we are reminded 
by the text in the mezzusa 
proclaiming the essence of our faith 
that the alternative to 
righteousness is "Te shall perish 
quickly from off the good land 
which the Lord glveth you." 

And no one has yet complained 
that the Shema Is demoralizing, 
giving aid and comfort to our 
enemies. On the contrary, it has 
sustained the will of our people -to 
triumph over the threat of extinc- 
tion, constantly renewing our ef- 
forts and our faith to merit redemp- 
tion.

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Authors and composers to fight 
for greater copyright protection

-TEL AVIV. — An attempt to 
mobilize world public opinion to 
'make Israeli authorities speed up 
replacing the law stemming from 
Mandatory times which protects 
'the rights of composers, authors 
and music publishers hy a modern 
one, will be made at the forthcom- 
ing meeting here of the ad- 
ministrative council of CISAC (the 
Confederation Internationale dea 
'Societte d'Auteurs et de Com- 
positeurs). 


This waa stated yesterday by 
Menahem Avidom, director- 
general of Acum f Association of 
■ Israeli Composers, Authors and 
Music Publishers), which Is one of 
90 similar societies In 76 countries 
(some countries have more than 
one organization). Avidom Is a 
member of the 24-strong ad- 
ministrative council of CISAC, 
which has its headquarters In 
Paris, 


Victor Hazan, legal counsel for 
Acum, added that "the present law 
Is based on one adopted in England 
in 191t, and which was promulgated 
Jiere by the Mandatory authorities 
In 1929. Although It has been upend- 
ed slightly from time to time. It Is so 
old-fashioned that even the English 
threw it out In favour of a new one 
in 1996." 


- Since 1961, Acum has been 
fighting for a new law, which would 
be more representative of con- 
ditions in modern times, since the 
original law was passed before 
radio and later TV became a domi- 
nant factor In broadcasting music. 

“However, since 1961, for almost 
20 years, the proposed new law has 


been discussed on and off . In a 
government committee, and the 
future looks dim," Hazan said. 

He added that he wants the new 
law to make pirating the work of 
creative people much more dif- 
ficult. "At present, any person can 
open a cafe or nightclub, bring In a 
band, and play music without pay- 
ing any royalties whatsoever to the 
composer. True, we sue these per- 
sons in court, but the trials are long 
and difficult, and the fines are 
small and insignificant tn most 
cases.” 

Hazan wants the new law to state 
specifically that no such public 
entertainment can be performed 
without the owner of the premises,, 
or his agent, obtaining a licence 
first. Moreover, he wants an ar- 
bitration committee or tribunal set 
up, similar to those In many coun- 
tries abroad, which will decide how 
much the performers must pay for 
the use of music played, or poetry 
read, or plays performed, in such 
cases. 

"The administrative council can 
bring immense pressure to initiate 
proper legislation," Avidom says, 
adding that "our great advantage is 
that we are a non-political body. 
Our members include those from 
the Eastern bloc, and we expect 
representatives from Russia, 
Poland and Hungary at the meeting 
In Tel Aviv this April.” 

The council will also discuss dou- 
ble taxation between different 
countries. Although this must be 
worked out on the basis of 
agreements between the 
governments of the countries, 
CISAC has some Influence In this 
matter. 

At present, the income a com- 
poser obtains is often taxed both In 


a foreign country and In his home 
country. Thus, an American com- 
poser's income Is taxed in Israel 
and in the U.S., “and after both in- 
come tax authorities take their bite, 
only a little is left for the composer 
to nibble on." However, some eoun- 
trles have signed bilateral 
agreements, under which the 
creator of a work of art Is not taxed 
at all in the foreign country. 

- Israel has such agreements at 
present -with England, West Ger- 
many and France. 

Acum ‘a budget for 1980/81 will be 
approximately ILSOm.. and of this, 
about 15 per cent will go for the 
organization's expenses In collec- 
ting fees for the composer from the 
performing agency. Each com- 
poser is paid according to a fixed 
key once a year. Thus, if his song is 
played 100 times a year by Israel 
Radio, he will receive 100 times as 
much as a composer whose song Is 
played only once. 

The funds are collected on a 
current basis, and since they are 
only paid once a year, the final sum 
paid to the composer Is linked to the 
index. 

About half the money collected by 
Acum for a song sung in a night 
club, for example, Is given to the 
performer, the other half to the 
composer, either in Israel or 
abroad. About 60 per cent of the 
sums collected remain In Israel. 
Acum also distributes to the com- 
posers the sums collected abroad 
by Its sister organization. 

The greatest contributor to 
Acum In Israel Is the Broadcasting 
Authority, with Acum receiving 4 
per cent of each radio-TV licence. 
It also receives 8 per cent of the 
retail price of each record sold by a 
record printing firm in Israel. 


New charter company may have 


jobs for dismissed El Al personnel 


El Al flight personnel who lose 
their jobs In the company's present 
budget squeeze may be able to find 
work with a new charter flight com- 
pany operating between the U.S. 
and Israel. 

The company, Nesher Inter- 
national, is the result of an agree- 
ment with Evergreen Inter- 
national, am Oregon-based airline 
previously specializing In flights to 
the Far East and the Caribbean, as 
well as contracts with the U.S. 
government to transport military 
personnel. Another party to the 
agreement la Israel -Am eric an Air, 
which represents a group of Israeli 
and American Jewish Investors. 

: The flights, due to begin on April 
18, will coat f 669 Tel Aviv-New York 
round-trip, with a round-trip ticket 
originating in New York costing 


another 880. By a special agree- 
ment,. Israeli stewards and 
stewardesses will work alongside 
their American colleagues. 


At a dinner announcing the new 
company, Delwood Smith, chair- 
man of the board of Evergreen, 
said that his company was giving 
100 seats to young Israelis and 
Americans for a youth exchange 
programme. 


'David Welngarten, president of 
Nesher, said that the new company 
would not infringe on El Al's 
business, but added that the Israeli 
airline should devote Its energies to 
seeking passengers from the quali- 
ty market. He said it was a mistake 
for El Al to offer cheaper tickets 
and become Involved In charter 
flights. 


Meridor offers to 
haul coal to Hadera 


HAIFA. — The Atlantic Shipping 
Company, owned by Ya’acov 
Meridor and Mila Brenner, has put 
In a bid for the transport of coal for 
the Electric Corporation's Hadera 
power plant. 

The company has undertaken to 
have six large coal carriers of 148,- 
000 tons each built abroad if the cor- 
poration will give It a contract. The 
first of the ships would be ready by 
1982, In good time for the cor- 
poration's plans. The ships would 
fly the Israel flag and be manned by 
Israeli crews. The corporation Is 
reportedly considering the offer.

Big resurge in exports 
of polished diamonds 


RAMAT GAN. — The export of 
polished gem diamonds Is making a 
strong comeback this year, with 
sales figures pointing toward a 
return to the pre-1978 period of con- 
tinually increasing exports. During 
the first half of February exports 
were far ahead of the same period 
last year, reaching 886m., com- 
pared to 8105m. for the entire 
month of February 1979. 

This follows exports In January of 
8154.5m., the largest one-month 
total In the history of the trade here, 
compared to 8104.8m. the same 
month last year. This record total, 
it was noted, also represents an ex- 
port boost in real terms. 

Moshe Sc hnltzer, president at the 
Israel Diamond Exchange and of 
the World Federation at Diamond 
Bourses, said that the trend Is con- 
tinuing, with an Influx to Israel of 
diamond buyers from the U.S., 
Europe and the Far East on major 


re-stocking missions, principally of 
melees (sizes from two per carat 
down to 40 per carat), In which the 
local industry specializes. 

Melees are said to be an especial- 
ly wise investment today In the 
face of the' drastic price Increases 
in gold and larger precious stones. 
This week the cost of large rough 
diamonds increased again by more 
than 12 per cent. 

Schnltzer called attention to the 
fact that price rises for melees are 
well behind the Inflationary trend In 
gold and large stones of more than 
one carat, and predicts that their 
prices will soon begin to rise. 

During 1979, Israeli diamond ex- 
ports were 21,233,983,304, compared 
to 81.317,554,811 in 1978. Of the 1979 
total. 26.5 per cent went to the U.S., 
followed by 14.7 per cent to 
Hongkong (8179.5m.). 14.3 per cent 
(8l74.7m.) to Japan, and 87.4 per 
cent to West European markets. 


Gemological Institute opens

TEL AVIV. — The National 
Gemological Institute of Israel 
(I.G.I.) last week began its ac- 
tivities in the Diamond Exchange 
building In Ramat Gan. It is the 
only Institution In the country to 
provide professional and universal- 
ly accepted identification of 
diamonds and coloured stones. 

The certificate issued by the In- 
stitute describes the diamond in 
terms of shape and cut. It gives 
proportions, such as depth percen- 
tage, girdle thickness and culet 
size. Finish is described in terms of 
types of polish and of symmetry. 
Clarity and colour grade are also 
specified. 

The Id Is licensed by the g overn - 
ment and under the auspices of the 


Diamond Exchange and the 
Association of Diamond Manufac- 
turers. It currently employs four 
gemologists but plans are to add 
another three by the end of the 
year. The gemologists were trained 
in the U.S. at the Gemological 
Institute of America and also ai the 
Antwerp Institute, so as to learn 
European techniques of diamond 
Identification. 

Next month the IGI will organize 
for the first time a course in 
gemology here. It has established a 
price of 845 per carat for issuing its 
Identification certificate. 

The certificate Is of primary Im- 
portance in the field of investment 
grade diamonds. Gem grade 
diamonds are currently sold on a . 
certificate basis, rather than on an 
individual inspection basis. 
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Retail sales down 20% in January 
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shopkeepers worried

TEL AVIV. — December waa a bad 
month for shopkeepers,, January 
was even worse, and the downward 
trend Is picking up speed In 
February, according to a survey 
just published by the Federation of 
Chambers of Commerce. Some 108 
leading businesses In 20 fields of ac- 
tivity — ranging from textile fibres 
through spare parts for cars to 
wrist watches — were Included in 
the survey. 

In general, sales were down by 
about 20 per cent. However, that 
figure does not reflect the situation 
of some businesses. Those, far In- 
stance, which sell building and con- 
struction supplies, report that their 
sales were down by 80 per cent in 
January. Drops of 50 per cent were 
reported by Jewelry shops, stores 
selling toys and games, and shops 
selling car tires and textile fibres. 

Sales of household utensils fell by 
30 per cent, sanitary items by 25 per 
cent. Cosmetics fell by 20 per cent. 
The drop waa less, about 10 per 
cent, for shops which sell optical 
goods and electronic items. On the 


other hand, sales of food rose by 
about 10 per. cent, while those of 
statiohery Tose by 2D per cent. 

With dropping sales In most 
branches, the merchants reported 
they were cuttingthelr orders from 
wholesalers by.05 to40.percent* and 
inventories-.'

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Swiss ease inflow of new capital 


BERN (AF). — Swiss authorities, 
tn a new effort to help check Infla- 
tion, yesterday, lifted more curbs on 
the Inflow of foreign capital Into the 
country. 

A National Bank communique 
said that effective today, Interest 
payments on savings and other 
Swiss franc accounts held by non- 
resident foreigners can be resumed 
“without restrictions.'' Suoh 
payments had heen suspended 
since October 1974 to discourage 
foreign investors. 

Interest payments also will be 
Resumed on time deposits held by 
foreign central hanks aqd running 
for at least six months, the com- 
munique added. In addition, 
restrictions . on forward • sales of 
Swiss francs to foreigners were eas- 
ed substantially. 

The National Bank explained the. 
measures were taken after the 


“Swiss franc tended toward' 
weakness via-4-vis major foreign 
currencies in the recent past," thus- 
adding to inflationary preinrare 
because of rising Import prices. 

The latest move had been widely 
predicted following the apprecia- 
tion against the Swiss franc of the 
Deutsche mark, the currency of 
Switzerland's chief trading 
partner. Swiss inflation last year 
was at an average of 5.2 per cent, 
the highest In four years. 

Restrictions dropped earlier In- 
cluded a so-called “negative Interest 
charge" on new Swiss franc 
deposits by non-residents and a ban 
on Investment In Swiss shares and 
other securities try foreigners. All 
restrictions" had been instituted to 
word off “hot money" that drove up 
the Swiss franc to levels which 
threatened to push Swiss exporters 
out of world markets.

(Ceottitned from page One) 
received any request from the 
WUPJ, a personal adviser to 
Abuhatzeira said that the WUPJ 
should turn to the chief rabbinate, 
which had been authorized by the 
ministry “since the early days of 
the state" to rule on marriage 

registration. 

The aide, David Knafo, said that 
“the Mandatory law" is no longer 
applicable because marriages are 
now performed In Israel according 
to a 1953 Knesset law, which states 
that Jewish marriages are to be 
conducted "according to Tora 
law." 

Hlrsch said yesterday that a 
Reform marriage performed in 
Israel at the movement’s Kibbutz 
Yahel two months ago was per- 
formed according to halacha, 
“even witnessed by the chief rabbi 
of Eilat." But he noted that the 
Eilat rabbi, who registered the 
marriage, later let it be known “we 
would not be able to cooperate in 
such marriages in the future." 

Hlrsch said that “dozens upon 
dozens" of requests for Reform 
marriages have reached his office, 
and that the movement can “no 
longer be dependent" upon the 
goodwill of the Chief Rabbinate to 
register the marriages. 


On the sticky issue of whether the 
movement’s rabbis would perform 
marriages that Orthodox rabbis 
wouldn't, Hlrsch said that the 
movement would perform any 
marriage that la recognised by the 
state. 

There are some differences 
between the state's criteria and 
those of Orthodoxy. The state, for 
example, recognizes from the start 
marriages between a cohen and 'a 
divorcee, while halactia recognizes 
those marriages only ex post facto. 

The Issue of recognition of the 
Reform movement in Israel “is a 
problem, which perhaps more than 
any other. Injects dlvislveness 
between Israel and Diaspora 
Jewry,” said Hlrsch. He added that 
“there Is no Klal Y Israel (communi- 
ty of Israel) without our 
movement." which he said 
represents the largest body of 
organized Jewry in the world, 

Hlrsch, and Rabbi David Wlce, 
the outgoing president of the 
WUPJ, sajd that some of the 
marriages they had seen In Israel 
“were shameful and hypocritical.'’ 
Hlrsch said that there is dignity in a 
Reform marriage. “People don't 
crowd around the bar while the ser- 
vice is going on.” 


Attempt to curb power of 
Britain’s trade unions 


LONDON (UPI). — Britain's 
Conservative Party government 
this week unveiled plans to curb 
the sweeping powers of the coun- 
try’s labour unions by outlawing 
certain kinds of "secondary" 
picketing, which have sparked 
angry potests by employers. 

"Secondary" picketing means 
picketing of firms not directly in- 
volved in a dispute. 

The new measures, announced at 
a news conference by Employment 
Secretary James Prior, will allow 
picketing only by workers at their 
normal place of work and at firms 
already In dispute with a labour un- 
ion, or at their immediate suppliers 
or customers. 

Prior told a news conference “at 
the moment a trade union which 
goes on strike has complete im- 
munity from suits for breach of con- 
tract for any action it takes against 
firms, whether they are directly in- 
volved in the dispute or not. The 
government says these immunities 
should be limited to first customers 
and first suppliers." 

However, Prior stressed the new 
proposals would only make unions 
liable to civil action, but not to 
criminal prosecution for so-called 
••secondary" picketing.

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How to alienate the public 


THE SANCTIONS applied by workers of the Israel Electricity 
Company have angered the general public perhaps more than 
any previous wage dispute. The daily black-outs are harming 
everybody in the country, causing inconvenience in the home, 
confusion at traffic intersections, holdups in the workplace, 
even hardship on the sickbed. 

All this for what? The workers committee, with the ink still 
wet on its signature to the latest labour contract, has conjured 
up a dozen or more new wage demands, not all of which are 
meant to be taken seriously. They are a cover-up for their real 
objective, which is to go on receiving an unlimited amount of 
electricity in their homes free of charge. 

Had the EEC decided to revoke this benefit altogether, the 
workers would perhaps have cause for complaint, because they 
see the bonus, bedded in collective agreements that date back to 
1915, as part of their income from the company. 

'But the board under its chairman, David Shifman, has — 
over- generously, it might be thought — allowed them to retain 
the substance of their long-standing privilege, provided they 
pay at least lip-service to the principle of sharing the burden 
with, their fellow citizens, now that costs have risen so high, 
and the uses of electricity have become so extensive. 

Under a special tariff devised for the IEC staff members, 
their first 400 kwh's a month remain free of charge. As Mr. Shif- 
man pointed out on Tuesday, 80 per cent of the IEC personnel do 
not use more than that. Those who do would be entitled to reduc- 
ed prices on the surplus. 

The formula might have been devised by the workers 
themselvepf It allows them to have their cake and eat it, too. 
They go on getting their current for next to nothing, while rid- 
ding themselves of the stigma associated with what can only be 
seen as a barefaced perk. 

At any rate the issue does not justify turning off the nation's 
current. The workers' attempt to make party politics out of it by 
inveighing against Likud mismanagement also does not work 
and is certainly out of order. The Histadrut condemns the sanc- 
tions unreservedly, though It would like the dispute referred to 
voluntary arbitration. 

This might be a face-saving device for the workers and their 
representatives and deserves consideration. But if the govern- 
ment does not agree, the IEC workers should know that the 
government in this Instance has the widest public support. 


Advance by Reform Judaism 


THE ORDINATION of the first native Israeli Reform rabbi at a 
ceremony in Jerusalem this week has focussed attention again 
on the issue of religious freedom fbr Jews in their own land. 

The two chief rabbis, who jointly represent an institutionaliz- 
ed division of Jewry into Sephardim and Ashkenazim, have 
complained that Reform would sow division in Jewish ranks; 
and they warned that Reform rabbis would still not be recogniz- 
ed by the established rabbinical order. 

The executive director of the World Union for Progressive 
Jewry said the Reform movement would, if necessary, take to 
the Supreme Court their struggle to ensure their equal right to 
perform marriages. 

Oddly, the controversy over religious freedom is confined 
almost exclusively to the Jews. The non-Jewish citizens of 
Israel enjoy the full protection of the guarantee of religious 
freedom made in the Declaration of Independence. 

Only the Jews are denied this freedom — unless, that is, they 
are, or agree to act as if they were, Orthodox. 

This is just, the Orthodox rabbis claim, because Orthodoxy 
alone, even in its many versions, is the Jewish religion, while 
the Reform (and for that matter the Conservative) persuasion 
is mere pretense, and in any case is not Judaism. That is why 
the rabbis tend to prefer a thoroughgoing Jewish secularist to a 
self-proclaimed Reform Jew. 

But is this a proposition that the State must, or can, accept for 
any length of time? Tbe practical result. It may be noted, is that 
while the ferociously anti-Israel Eda Ha r edit, an Orthodox 
fringe group, enjoys de facto recognition as a group, the most 
ardently Zionist Reform adherents are treated as virtual out- 
casts. 

The standard reply to this anomaly, for the past thirty-two 
years, has been that the country can ill afford — "in' these 
troubled times" — an Internal Kulturkampf. This specious 
argument was attractive at a time when Reform (and Conser- 
vatism) was for the most part a mere idea, and a seemingly 
foreign idea at that. 

Now there is a Reform community actually here, firmly im- 
planted in the land. It Is made up of some of those very diaspora 
Jews who for years have been urged to make their pitch for 
Reform right here and not from abroad -- and of native Israelis. 
They have taken their stand, and they deserve support. 

In a theocracy the established clergy lays down the proper 
reading to the people. In a democracy, such as Israel, a free 
choice is guaranteed to the people — even if they happen to be 
Jewish people. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


OLYMPIC GAMES In Israel? The 
idea is not entirely new. As a 
matter of fact it is more than 2,000 
years old. 

The He rod l an hippodrome ex- 
cavated at Jericho recently was a 
universal facility — a combination 
of a race track and amphitheatre, 
particularly well-suited for the 
holding of Olympic Games, Dr. 
Ehud Netzer, director of Jericho 
excavations and senior staff 
member of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity's Institute of Archaeology told 
The Jerusalem poet recently. 

Netzer, who has excavated the 
ancient Jericho for the past eight 
years claims that this facility, uni- 
que in the entire Middle East must 
have been constructed by King 
Herod with a view of holding the 
games here. 

One wonders what .kind of 
political pressures finally 
prevented him from having his 
way. It seems that the relation 
between sport and politics was just 
as binding in his day as it Is today. 


A 12- YEAR-OLD schoolgirl from 
Sutton Coldfield near Birmingham, 
started sneezing when she caught a 
cold last October.

IN HIS ARTICLE "Out of 
Character” {The Jerusalem Post, 
February ,14), David Landau 
criticized President Yitzhak Navon 
tor “political" statements un- 
becoming to his office. Unfor- 
tunately, his approach to the issue 
betrayed a misunderstanding of the 
president's role within a parliamen- 
tary system of government. 

While Landau’s comparison of 
Israel's presidential office with the 
British constitutional monarchy is 
not altogether apt (no one elects the 
queen; the Knesset does elect — un- 
fortunately all too politically — the 
president), such an analogy only 
tends to undercut his argument. 
After all. In a number of ways the 
monarch if Involved formally and 
informally In the political process, 
and the Israel president's own ac- 
tivities mirror that involvement. 

First, the monarch does oc- 
casionally open his or her mouth on 
matters of general concern, and if 
anything such public- mlndedness 
only heightens the prestige of the 
crown and the esteem in which the 
sovereign is held. A particularly 
clear example of this is Holland's 
Queen Juliana, who recently an- 
nounced her retirement/abdica- 
tion, much to the chagrin of her sub- 
jects. The next king of England, 
Prince Charles, also occasionally 
sallies forth with public scoldings — 
most recently chiding British In- 
dustry and management for its lack 
of ingenuity and flexibility. 

At the least, such pro- 
nouncements highlight central 
flaws in the society or polity, and 
are accepted as an important con- 
tribution to public debate. 

In following this tradition, Presi- 
dent Navon Is not alone. For exam- 
ple, Italy's presidential system, 
remarkably similar to our own, 
also occasionally produces 
presidents who view their roles as 
that of "activists." Thus, the fact of 
activism may not so much be

dependent upon political tradition 
or the institutional framework, but 
rather upon the character and in- 
clinations of the individual sitting 
behind the presidential seal. 

Of course, some would prefer 
their president to be publicly non- 
descript; after five years of such a 
recent president in Israel, the 
public overwhelmingly seems to 
support the different approach of 
the lncurn&ent. 


ANOTHER institutionalized 
political task of both the British 
monarchy and Israeli presidency is 
the weekly report received In per- 
son bom the prime minister. 

The public views this either os a 
formal residue of a bygone era or as 
a courtesy to the chief of state. 
However, as numerous memoirs of 
various British prime ministers 
make clear, there are concrete 
political benefits to be a tt a in ed 
here, given the (retrospective as 
well as prospective) longer range 
view of the "chief.” 

One can well imagine British 


Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
outlining to the queen her plans for 
“putting the unions in their place,” 
whereupon the queen retorts: "Sir 
Anthony Eden tried the same thing 
in the fifties and it failed mis- 
erably;” 

By law, the Israeli president can 
only hold office for 10 years, but 
given his usually long record of 
political service (Prof. Katrir was 
an exception and this was the basic 
weakness of his presidency) such 
lete d teles can make their mark in 
Israel, too. ■ 

The mast Important task ~of the 
president, of course. Is the selection 
of a party leader to attempt to form 
the new government. If this is not 
politic a] involvement, nothing is. 
To be sure, Israel fortunately has 
not yet had a situation where such a 
choice was anything but formality, 
but as the Italian case makes abun- 
dantly clear (and who is to say that 
we aren't headed in that frac- 
tionated direction?) the potential 
use of presidential Initiative . and 
direct political Involvement is an 
integral part of the office. In that 
situation, better a president with 
whose political opinions the public 
is familiar than a Jerusalem ver- 
sion of the Sphinx. 

And what were these taboo issues 
upon which President Navon pon- 
tificated? 

• The danger of social unrest if 
services to the poor were overly 
cut. It is hard to fault the president 
here, particularly because he mere- 
ly echoed the thoughts of Mr. 
Begin 's own minister of labour and 
social welfare. 

• The mistake in jettisoning the 
Navon Committee's recommen- 
dations on university tuition 
because of the adverse effect this 
might have on the recruitment of 
future committee members. 
Perhaps here the choice of his own 
committee was not altogether the 
best, but in view of this 
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government’s (and that of previous 
ones) record- of noil- 
lmplementation of various com- 
mittee recommendations on- 
teachers' salaries, ministerial con- 
flict of interest, etc., president 
Navon was addressing an Issue of 
wide and deep public concern. — 
trust in government, already at too 
low an ebb. 

• The inadvisability of Defence 
Minister Ezer Weixman'a public 
prognostications on the American 
presidential race.

In dee d, let ii be noted that on 
politically sensitive matters such 
as the settlements issue, President 
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THE DEFENCE MINISTRY in- 
tends to stop the tree iaterurban 
bus transport for our soldiers, “to 
save XLSOOm.” But It Is hold to 
think of a more stupid way of sav- 
ing money. 

I'm afraid that the day after this 
‘‘saving" is made, and some more 
of our soldiers are killed or injured 
while hitchhiking, we'll all have se- 
cond thoughts about how much in 
cash the life of a young man or 
woman Is worth to this country. 
How much has been spent on their 
education and training and how 
much Gross National Product they 
would have earned for the country 
in future, if their lives had not been 
cut short, or If they had not been 
permanently maimed to remain a 
lifelong burden for the State, by the 
Ministry's "saving." 

This is only a cash calculation; it 
does not include the contribution to 
the country's security that the 
soldier makes. 

All this Is now to go down the 
drain in the name of "economy.” It 
seems to me that this is a very 
stupid way of looking at economy 
and I propose that the Defence 
Ministry reconsider this matter 
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Post reporter YA'ACOV FRIEDLER takes the army to 
task for its decision to eliminate free bus rides for soldiers, 
and suggests an alternate course of action. 
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before the grim accident statistics 
force them to have second thoughts. 


IN ADDITION to saving the lives of 
our soldiers rather than our pounds, 
another question is involved, that of 
discrimination between soldiers 
and officers. Our still fairly 
egalitarian society has no room for 
Huch”discrimlnation, much less our 
Army. But while the soldiers will 
have to crowd the highways thum- 
bing lifts, officers from the rank of 
major and up will continue travell- 
ing in comfort in the cars the Army 
provides them. We do not begrudge 
them the cars. They undoubtedly 
deserve them much more than 
those subsidized for our 


bureaucrats, including our Knesset 
Members, who with the notable ex- 
ception of . the much maligned 
Pessah Grupper, would not stoop to 
such humiliating depths as using 
public transport. No, we do not 
begrudge the officers their cars, 
but why begrudge our soldiers the 
bus rides? 

At the same time, there is no need 
for the indiscriminate free travel 
the soldiers were granted and there 
Is no excuse for taking It away from 
them in toto. Thera la a middle way. 

For Instance, each soldier might 
be issued, with his monthly pay, 
travel coupons enabling him to 
travel so many kilometres free on 
Egged buses. It would then he up to 


him to spend the coupons to his beat 
advantage, just as he has to think 
twice how to spend his pay. It would 
probably be wise, though, to give 
the soldiers serving far away from 
borne more coupons, than those baa- . 
ed to their home town. 

Another way would be to issue a 
specific distance ticket to a soldier 
when he gets an official weekend 
furlough or "after” leave, enabling: 
Mm to travel home and back. These 
tickets too would be limited within 
reasonable boundaries. A third way - 
would be for the bus driver to give 
the soldier a ticket for the distance 
he i ntends to travel wh en he gets

As an Israeli who went to England 
for post-graduate studies In town 
planning five years ago and has 
worked in the field, I Ijad a good 
idea of the job' market and the 
possible opportunities. 

However, two months of intensive - 
job hunting entailing no less than 50 
interviews with government and 
private agencies have proved 
futile. I have not limited my search 
to one city. I was ready to accept 
any job in town or social planning, 
urban renewal, etc. anywhere In 
the country. Contrary to Mr. 
Bedein's impression, there are no 
jobs at present, nor are any- hopes 
held out for the future. Being a new 
immigrant does not change the 
situation. The Absorption. 
Ministry’s scheme to subsidize an 
ol eh's salary for one year on condi- 
tion that the employer continues his 
or her employment for an ad- 
ditional year is now defunct since, 
in practice, no employer, he it In the 
private or public sector, is 
prepared to sign this kind of com- 
mitment. 

The current freeze Is only one 
reason for the inability to get jobs. 
Unemployment will Inevitably 
grow, and whatever budget 
arrangements are made internally

within and between government 
ministries, overemployment will be 
drastically cut down. I suggest, 
therefore, that potential oiim and 
returning Israelis consider things 
very carefully before burning their 
bridges and coming home. If my ex- 
perience is anything to go by, da 
come, but only for a trial period. If 
you are employed, take unpaid 
leave to be on the safe side. Find out 
the opportunities available and if 
you are lucky enough to find a job, 
get written confirmation and then, 
and only then, begin to make Aliya.
